THE TRIAL OF ARABI PASHA 10 
BEGIN IMMEDIATELY. 


The Faithful un the Way -o Mecca-The French 
Minister of War in London—DeLessep’s Pilea 
for Arabi—The Enlargement of the Suez 
Canal—~The New Egyptian Army. 


LONDON, October 5.—The corporation of London 
has decided to present an address of congratulation 
to General Wolseley and the freedom of the city, 
and a sword of honor to Admiral Seymour. General 
Wolseley has already received the freedom of the 
city. The usual yearly caravan with the sacred 
carpet, for Mecca, started to day from Alexandria, 
There was a vast concourse of spectators, and a 
British guard of honor was present. All passed off 
quietly. A dispatch froin Cairo to the Times says: 
Arabi Pasha demands au trial by Englishmen, say- 
ing he surrendered to them, and that he would 
have escaped if he had known he was to be 
tried by the Egyptians, from whom he 
expects no mercy.

SHOOTING SAP-SUCKERS. 


A Common Amusement for Boysain the Mountainso 
Northern Geergla. 
Maurice Thompson iu st. Nicholas. 

Several of the smaller American woodpeck- 
ers are sap-drinkers; but only one kind ever 
pecks holes for the purpose of getting at the 
sap. Heis name@ by naturalists Centuru 
Carolinus. He isd very cunning vird. One 
of his habits is to move around the bole of a 
tree just fast enough to keep nearly hid from 
you as you walk around trying to-geta good 
look at him. [bis he will continue to do for 
a considerable length of time, but, finally 
getting the tree-trunk fairly between you and 
him, he takes to his gay wings and flies in 
such a line as to keep hidden from your eyes. 
Usually he says good-bye with a keen squeal 
as he starts away. Down in 
the mountain valleys of northen 
Georgia I used to amuse myself with watching 
the littl: half-naked negro boys trying 
to shoot sap suckers by means of their blow- 
guns. Such a blow-gun as they had isa 
straight reed or eane aboutsix feet long, 
through the whole length of which. a smooth 
bore is made by punching out the joints. 
The arrow used in this gun is made of a sharp 
piece of cane-wood not longer or larger than 
a kuitting-needle, witn a ball of cotton lint 
bound on the end opposite the point. The 
arrow is blown out ofthe gun by the breath 
from the shooter’s mouth, It flies with so 
great force that I haveseen a bird killed at a 
distance of 40 yards. Some of the little negro 
boys were skillful in using the blow-gun, and 
as sly as cate in creeping up close to a bird 
before shooting it. tu our northern states, 
when the winter is very cold and all the ma- 
ples and ash and hickory trees are frozen so 
that their sap will not tlow into our bird’s 
pots, the Sap sucker is compelled to depend 
upon the cedar trees for food, since their re- 
sinous sap is not affected by the cold. Often 
I have seen him pecking away at the gnarled 
bole of an evergreen when the thermomter 
stood 10 degrees below zero, and the air was 
fairly blue with winter's breath. Kven in 
Georgia it is sometimes so cold that he chooses 
the pine trees, finding between their bark 
and the underlying wood a sort of diluted 
turpentine, Upon which he feeds. While bus 
ily engaged pecking his holes on cold, windy 
days he is not so watchful asin fine weather.

A CLIMB UP KENNESAW. 

Kennesaw rises from the level land like an 
uneven dome. Its cap of stome touches the 
lower folds of the clouds and every side of the 
acclivity bas a garb,of green. So steep did the 
slope appear that I thought our ascent would 


be difficult, but the ride’ half way up was 


' easy and in the climb that followed we stop- 


ped once only to catch our wind. The en- 
trance to the summit road is through a farin, 
which a darkey has blazed out near the foot 
of the eastern slope,the thrifty owner having 
paid for his land from the sale of timber, cut 
at the crest and hurled down the mountain 
side. Kven among the stripped stalks of corn 
that stands in this little patch thus stolen 
from the wilds we struck boars earthworks, 
rifle-pits and a continuous parapet that 
reaches up and over Kennesaw and along the 
crest of Litde Kennesaw, encircling Marietta 
on the west. As we rude upward it was at the 
edge of this line, nor did we lose sight of it 
until we came to great piles of rocks on the 
summit 
SIGHTS FROM KENNESAW'’S SUMMIT, 

That which was before us when we had 
clambered to the topof the mountain’s tip- 
topmost boulder ought to have been a sight 
to brighten even the eve of the eagle which 
we happened to discover perched in the 
crotch of a dead tree within a stone's throw 
of our rocky outlook. Bat that bird of pat- 
riotic song seemed to be using the long-range 
spyglasses, affixed by nature above his beak, 
rather in mousing out small creatures 
pounce upon than in drawing thrills of de- 
light from the grand panorama down on level 
earth—the rivers shining in the sun, the net- 
work of red road-beds, the Lops of .trees 
swaying as waves of a sea, brown tields in the 
sedgy skiris of which one fancied he could 
see the rabbit coax his young to a frolic, 
and the many objects given strange beauty 
because thus looked Upon In unaccustomed 
view, Nor were these marked paris of the 
landscape long in oureyes, All the siretch 
of land from the rocks at our fee 
the far sky line in the west § was 
the field of a whole month’s combat,-wherein 
a score of men fel! between every iwo strokes 
ot the clock—a place of hot manmuvres 
with constant clash of arms, of continuous 
skirmish, ceaseless crack of and 
scream of shell. Kachacre of ground between 
us and New Hope's forests, indistinguishi dle 
at their ot fwenty mile belonys to 
the battle-field Dim in the ith rise the 
Atlanta, as they appeared to Sher 
man when he stood here gaziog at the goal of 
his three grand armies, while just at the edge 
of Marietta, so near that we can count tomb 
stones until [ tire, isa green hillside dotted 
with the graves of more than ten thousand 
union dead, 

rWENTY BATTLE GROUND, 

If was notlong after sunrise the next day 
that we started on along drive through this 
famous stretch of battle fields). At Culp’s 
Piace we found such evidences of the hot fight 
there as earthworks and chipped trees. Near 
towns as populous as Marietta war relics 
quickly disappear, and even in tinibered sec- 
tions the darkeys have scraped up mostof the 
lead. At a debating society in Georgia not 
long ago a question before the members was: 
‘‘Am fire more useful dan iron?’’ It is said 
that the champions of tire were about to carry 
the day when an old Solomon scattered them 
as thowzh with a bombshell by the remark: 
“Hole on dar, feller-citerzens! Ef hit haden’ 
been furr iron de white fokes would ’er been 
lickin’ de niggers yit!’’ And the old fellow 
might have added that if had not been for the 
iron and ledd left on the battle-fields many 
persons, white as well as black, living in their 
1mpoverished vicinities, would have fered 
worse than they «lid. 

ENDLESS LINES OF EARTH Wi 

While such uncanny things as the skull 
and crosse5ones no longer bleach at Culp’s nor 
by the side of the Dallas road to New Hope 
ehurch, whither we drove that day, they are 
found sometimes in ravines, as well as in un- 
tilled fields. Moreover, lines of earthworks 
extend for about twenty-five miiles, from 
Kennesaw Dallas and beyond. When 
Sherman would ° outflank Johnston the 
southern strategis' straightway would 
settle down behind a new line. A 
witty girl once said that all men are like lob- 
sters—break a lobster’s claw and another wi!! 
sprout; break a man’s heart on the back pi- 
azza at night, when the iomantic stars lo: 
down, and it heals again for breakfast. 
too, Johnston could mend his heart, his claw 
and his earthworks. These fortifications were 
seen in their undiminished strength when, 
after passing the toothills of Lost Mountain, 
which, seeing thatit has such a name. must. 
be the Charlie Ross of rocks, we left the Dal- 
las road and came out of the woods at New 
Hope church 

SAD HAVOC AT NEW HOPE. 

It is likely that between 75,000 and 100,000 
men, who were mirute parts. of the vast ar 
mbes that confronted each otherat this famous 
church, are yet living, and if they can recall 
what the country around looked like then 
they have in mind a clear idea of what «he 
place looks like now. Few changes have come 
about. After the battle the Baptists who had 
been accustomed to gather at the meeting 
house looked in vain for their church. Even 
the foundation stones had been torn up for 
use in the earthworks that still stand as high 
as one’s neck within ten feet of the 
new building. Every plank had 
oeen spirited, as though hy 
himself, clear away. But the Christian fights 
agreat fight. The New Hope congregation 
metone Sunday on the spot where their 
church bad stood. The knelt amid ashes, and 
who shali say that the prayer then sent up by 
the good preacher did not go higher than the 
Stars! up they 
built a ! with oak and cedar 
branches, and under the arbor they met for 
years. Now asmal! frame building, paid for 
this very year, is the church of New Hope. 
It has taken the congregation just eighteen 
years to recover from the blow that the mvyr- 
lad black imps, riding in Sherman's sulphur,

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QUEER °. HINGS FOR A CHURCHYARD. 
[It would be easy to dwell to the length ofa 
column in The Times upon the battle 
field objects that are within sound of the sing- 
ing and the hallelujahs. Around the church 
are oak, pine and black-jack trees cut by Bul- 
lets.

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less notable is the graveyard, with 
the mounds housed in, through wh 
the  ever-prestgge line of ear 
The occupants ~of—-—tkhis ~~ 
were y no means as jolly =a 
tLree boys whom I meta little laté. While 
Boyer slept in the buggy the boys took me to 
the slope, now covered’ with bushes, where 
Hooker made his fierce charges, as well as to 
the place where the countercharges of the 
enemy occurred. We picked up bullets, 
fouuod a shell, examined a rusty canteen, and 
visited adark corner of a black-jack woods 
where the skeleton toes of a s»ldier stick from 
the sod. Similar sights came up at Pickett’s 
mill, the otherend of the battle field, and 
having seen them Boxer whipped his horses 
into Dallas, 

In passing over the same ground on the fol- 
lowing day, being then bound back to Kenne- 
saw and Marietta by way of Gilgal church. 
I noticed that the armies left Egyptian clo- 
ver seed at New Hope, asthey did at Resacca. 
The New Hope farmer prizes the plant also, 
and he regards it as a sort of recompense 
made by Providence for the destruction of 
the church. The return ride by Gil:al had 
in it little of interest, except a good view of 
Pine mountain, half way up the northern 
side of which we drove. If Boxer could 
have poihted out the spot where fell General 
Polk, who goes down in history as a good 
officer as well as a bishop in the Protest- 
ant Episcopal church and a brother of a pres- 
ident of the United States, I should have 
gone to it, but Boxer was honest enough to 
confess that he did not know where to find 
the place One of the cannon balls sent by 
Thomas killed the fighting bishop as he stood 
talking with Hardee near the mountain top. 
So, too, when further along, we would have 
visited the place where Generel Harker and 
Dan McCovk yot their death wounds, but 
none save comrades may indicate where they 
lost their lives. 

RED FLOWERS ON KENNESAW'S CREST. , 

Our second ascent of Kennesaw was made 
to get a good-bye glimpse of the ground across 
which we had come. On the road Boxer 
passed the time in telling me how Mr. W. J. 
Hames had cleared a tract of sixteen acres at 
elevation of 1,800 feet and had 
bringing up a thousand peach trees in the 
way they should grow. He showed, me, 
moreever, after we had passed the 
orchard, milhons of cypress vines, which 
plant was not known on the moun- 
tain before Julinstou’s men occupied it, and 
said thatin July the whole crest is crimson 
with the little red cypress flower. In fact, I 
was so interested in this duplicate wonder of 
the clover story that not until we had gaired 
the summit didI notice a thunder-storm 
swiftly approaching from the west. The sky 
had been dark with clouds all day, but the 
new cloud, bearing so close down upon us 
that it looked as though it would envelop our 
heads, was like an immonse strip torn from 
smutty curtains of Pluto's darkest chamber. 

HEAVEN'S ARTILLERY ON KENNESAW 

As one ear-splitting crack of God’s own 
great guns came fast and hard upon another 
I could not help letting fancy fly to the days 
when the mock thunder of Sherman's cannon 
roared against this same stronghold. Then, 
throughout the hot time when Sherman had 
his hand ow Jobnston’s throat here, the par- 
apets flashed in lines of red, the earth shook 
under close recoil and _ battle-clouds in 
sulphurous folds swathed the green. But 
now forks and streaks and zig zags of white 
lire dance among the rocks or fallin bolts to 
the lowlands, whence roll deafening booms 
reverberatinpg up and down the sky. 

‘See, heah, honey,’’ protested old Jack, 
edging up and pointing to the western slope, 
where the rain had begun to roar like 
rush of a cataract, ‘‘ain’t we gwine to git out 
en re 


dis‘ 
“On. it’ll pass You said there 
many things yet to see up here.’’ 

‘“Bress ver soul, honey, dar ain't nuttin 
moah up heah—we’se seed hit all,’ continued 
the old man, who had changed his tune from 
that of an bour before. 

In spite of the wild storm about to burst I 
thought of one Jim Duke, ascapegrace dar- 
key, known in western Pennsylvania as the 
biggest rascal out of jail, who once likewise 
hanged his tune ina manner entirely wor- 
hy ot Falstathi Duke, beinga rogue himself, 
hought everyone else a rogue. Going into a 
day to buy a plug of tobacco Duke 
pulled from his pocket a purse which con- 
tained a handful of dimes. As he held the 
purse upside down the « ilasp pave way and 
out dropped the coin in a silver shower, sc 
tering trom one end of the roonr to the o 
Duke stood aghast for a second and then 
ing that the crowd present would pick 
money up, shouted: ‘‘Goud-a miley, 
men, let's all be honest!’ Si 
er, fearful lest his beaver would be ruined by 
he rain, or lest his hard cocoanut of a head 
would be split by one of the thunderbolts 
walizing around, had changed his tune.

The storm wason and it was time for our 
heels to do quick work. We Jeft the crest, 
struck down the-mountain and with rocks 
rolling after us made two forty time for the 
half-way place where the horses were hitched. 
Boxer led the way. Neither Phipps nor 
Arabi could have made better time in their 
Hight than we did down Kennesaw. At a 
particularly near crack of the storm’s whiy 
boxer would redouble his wild leaps, 
as though hit In the back 
by a full-grown = thunderbolt. His 
stove pipe stuck on the back of 4 head like 
atin cup onacucumber, his long coat tails 
flapped at half mast horizontally in the breeze 
and his whirling legs seemed at every stride 
to measure off enough earth for a circus ring. 
At last we got to the buggy and as Boxer 
thrust his stove pipeand his cloth coat unde: 
the seat, taking the storm bare headed and in 
his shirt sleeves, while be unhitched he said: 
‘‘Bres8 de Lawd, honey, dat was wuss ‘ern a 
hornet’s nest or a.fight at aco'n shuckin’ down 
on de ole Ocheecabee. G. M.

TWO-CENT POSTAGE. 

The postal service now shows a handsome 
surplus—not less than a million dollars dur- 
ing the fiscal year ending June 30th.

AccorbING to the London Spectator,drunk- 
enness is spreading in India, or at least in the Bom- 
bay presidency. The tigures are thatin Surat there 
are 100,000 drunkards ‘‘of the higher and middle 
Classes,’’ of whom 14,000 are females. Of the lower 
classes there are lo,0lO drunkards, of whom 4,000

Mexrcan government bords have risen in 
London from 21 per cent last month to 26, with un- 
usual activity, upon the reported increase of the 
country’s revenue to $39,600,000, of which $17 500, 
000 was from the customs receipts during tie fi-cal 
year.

In Bridport, Vt., and its vicinity they raise 
Spanish merino sheep, and they are h:ld at extra- 
ordinarily high prices.

FRENCH enterprise is steadily persevering in 
the work of redeeming the desert of Sahara by 
means of artesian wells. A large number of wells 
have been sunk along the northern border, more 
than 150 in the province of Constantine alone, and 
the work is advanciug into theinterior One of the 
curious phenomena which the digging of these 
wells has brought to notice is tae existence of fish 
and crabs at great depths. The learned engineer, 
M. Jus, who for twenty years has directed the work, 
avers that-he once boiled and a’eaciab which had 
been drawn up froma depth of 250 feet, and tnat, 
moreover, it was of an excellent flavo . 

THE bridge which is to be erected across the 
Forth will be one of the greatest scient fic achieve- 
ments of the century. The main girder will be 
within a few feet of a mile in length. The bridge 
is to rest on round cylindrica piers, each weighing 
16,000 tons, t which must be added 8.000 tous, the 
estimated pressure on the 3 Of the pier of the su- 
perstructure, rolling.load and winud;:pressure This 
vives a pressure atthe base of about 24,000 tons, or 
six tons persquare foot. The foundation is clay 
and is conside:ed excellent. steel will be used in 
the construction of the bridge,the amount require] 
being about 42,000 tons, and the estimated cost of the 
bridge is $7,500,000. 

SomE experiments have been made at Salem, 
Mass.,to ascertain the tractive force requisite to 
move sireet cars and vehicles on a macadamized 
road. The apparatus used consisted of an inclined 
plune, at the upper end of which wasan iron wheel, 
over which passed a rope. A loaded box car, weigh- 
ing with its contents, 12,820 pounds, was drawn up 
the grade by a weight of 970 junds suspended at 
the other end of the rope. A smaller car, weighing 
when empty 2,750 pounds, was occupied by fourteen 
persons,and drawn up by 339 pounds, and when 
unoccupied, by 176 pounds. An ordinary load of 
sand on a macadamized road was started by 514 
pounds, and an empty hack, weighing 1,550 pounds, 
by 195 pounds; the same hack, with four passengers 
inside, required 250 pounds to move it. Ona level 
road, the load of sand was started by 240 pounds, 
While the large box car yielded to 56 pounds. 

Proressor JoserH Le Contre, of the Univer- 
sity of California, and one of the soundest geolo- 
gists in the country, has been examining the fa- 
mous tracks, supposed to be those of men, found 
along side of the footprints of elephants in a sand- 
stone quarry near the penitentiary at Carson, Ne- 
va’a These tracks, it willbe remembered from 
the descriptions already published, are twenty 
inches long, and have somewhat the appearance a 
foot woul t have inciosed ina loose sandal They 
are rights and lefts in shapej and are several 
hundred in number, bunt they are very far 
apart, and thereare no marks of toes. The Califor- 
nia and Nevada wise men instantly jumped to the 
conclusion that these must have been a race of gi- 
auts, or, rerhaps, some missing links who lived 
ages ago when the sandstone was mud. Professor 
Le Coute has just reported the resultof his investi- 
gations in a paper read before t.e California acad-

FRAUD AND PATRONAGE, 


Curtis on “The Complete Subjugation of the Party by 
Unacrupnlous Cabals.” 

NEw York, October 5.—George Willian Curtis, in 
a lettertothe secretary of the New York civil ser- 
vice association, says:

A eommittee was 
appointed to confer with Rev A G Haygood, of Ox- 
ford, Ga., with view of his becoming general agent 
of the fund. The meeting then adjourned. 


Where Billions are Vearly Handled. 

NEW YorK, October 5—The annual meeting of 
the New York clearing house association was held 
to-day, when the following officers were eSeted for 
the ensuing year: President, F D ‘appan; secre 
t@ry, HH Nazro; manager, W A Camp. and clear- 
ing house committee, Benjamin B Sherman. George 
F Baker, William L Jenkins, O D Baldwin and 
Richard King. The manager’s report showed the 
transactions fora year to have been $48 147,846,- 
405.61; the average per day forthe year being $155,- 
$35,375 92. The total transactions since the eleventh 
of October, 1853, (the date of its organization), have 
been $673,539 401,885 50. The totsl amount of gold 
coin used in settlement of balances since resump 
tion (three years and nine months) has been $971,- 
967,000; for the past year tthe amount of balances 
was $1,595 000,245 27, of which $258,550,000 was gold 
coin ; $1,325 990,000 clearing house certificates; $10,- 
450,245.27 legal ‘tenders and changes. The largest 
transactions forany one day during the year were 
$240, 799,252 84 on the third of January, IS82. 


The Outlook in Pennsylvania. 

NEW YorK, October 5—Colonel William L Sestt, 
of Erie, Pa, the democratic wheel-horse of northern 
Pennsylvania, isin the city, looking after some of 
his vast shipping interests. To-day, when ques 
tioned by yourcorresponvent relative to the outlook 
in Pennsylvania, Colonel Scott said that it was not 
hopeful, butassured. there was no prospect for 
the reguiar republicans and the independent re- 
pnblicans to patch up their quarrel, and Controller 
Pattison, the democratic caudidate for governor, 
was accordingly gaining strength daily. The feel 
ing in Pennsylvania had been at fever heat since 
the state convention, andit promised to in*rease 
and develop daily until election day, when it 
would culminate in a grand viciory for Pattison.
